INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  INDIVIDUALS 
PARTICIPATING  IN  LEGION  PARADE 


1.  The  individual  marcher  shares  the  responsibility  for 
the  general  excellence  of  our  parade.  Your  com- 
pliance with  instructions  will  mean  success. 

2.  It  is  proposed  to  march  this  parade  by  the  review- 
ing stand  within  the  minimum  time  so  as  to  avoid 
the  element  of  fatigue  both  to  the  marchers  and  the 
onlookers. 

3.  As  over  one  hundred  thousand  men  and  women  will 
participate,  three  rules  must  be  rigidly  adhered  to: 

(a)  The  front  of  each  unit  (excepting  musical 
units)  must  be  16  abreast  at  all  times  through- 
out the  march. 

(b)  Units  must  keep  closed  upon  each  other. 

(c)  The  movement  of  the  parade  must  be  continu- 
ous.
